Ills Slejer Is Hidden Awej From Mob 
Lew— Kelenscd on 90,000 llel 
M'errent Issued. 

Wiu.lAMSTOwx. Ky., May 30.— .lim 
Tapp narrowly escaped being lynched 
Sunday night. The sheriff received in- 
formation that a mob was gathering 
and spirited him away to the home of 
B relative, five miles from town, and 
when spies of the mob came to see if 
the way was clear they discovered tliat 
he was gone and were unable to 6nd 
where. 

IVhcn they returned with this infor- 
mation. the mob quietly dispersed. At 
the preliminary examination Monday 
morning Tapp waived his ex- 
amining trial and was re- 
leased on S.>,000 bond to appear before 
tlic grand jury next week, but when 
Elmer Franks died one hour later he 
was rearrested and held without bond 
to answer to the charge of murder, 
lie is in the hands of the autlioritles, 
but his whereabouts arc kept secret, as 
a mob is still feared. 

A warrant was issued Monday even- 
ing for Sam Tapp, charging him with 
murder and carrying concealed weap- 
ons.

Sunday night a cloudburst visited 
tlie northeast part of the county, thor- 
oiiphly deluging the country, flooding 
lioiisos, sweeping away barns and out- 
hiiildiiigs and ilrowninp considcralile 
stock. Kvery bridge on Hast Bow erei k. 
from Its source to the Missouri 
river, ts out. The damage is very 
heavy. During the storm tlie Catholic 
church and priest's house at Mcnom 
iuee were badly shattered by light- 
ninp. A cyclone cloud appeared, but 
did little damage. 

Farmers who were hit by the Hamib 
ton county tornado are destitute and a 
relief fund is being raised for their 
benefit. 

Mii.wai’krr, tVis., M.ay SO. — Reports 
of a severe rain and wind storm in 
western Wisconsin are ruining in. A 
special from .lanesville, Wis., says; 

In the town of l.a Prairie the barns 
on Klexander McClellan’s and Ed Pniil’s 
farms were wrecked. Twelve wind- 
mills, close to the city, were destroyed. 
On 'Thornton Reid’s farm SO rods of 
fence were blown down.
